Back in the days of our 
when 'Punch and Judy

One of the greatest tasks ol 
those days for the boys of the 
family was to see that the kitch­ 
en 
was 
always 
supplied 
with 
plenty of wood and water. 


Mother used to drive us for­ 
ward along that line by pre­ 
dicting that we would never get 
the pick of the neighborhood 
for pretty girls as wives, for they 
would notice that our wood piles 
were always small and the water 
buckets were always empty. 


Wood is no longer used even 
in most country homes of Texas, 
either for the cook stove or the 
heater, but water is Just as im­ 
portant as ever, if not more so. 


Although great within them­ 
selves, 
individual 
requirements 
pale before burg geo nlng demands 
of industry. The American in­ 
dustrial complex now uses an 
estimated 110 billion gallons of 
water a day per capita to slake 
its ravenous thirst and it .will 
need more than twice that total 
by 1980. 


It takes nearly 1,000 gallons 
of water to make just one auto­ 
mobile 
tire; 
65,000 gallons of 
water to produce a ton of steel, 
and 2,000 gallons of water to 
process a ton of viscose rayon. 


It is 
predicted by a noted 
scientist that within 20 years the 
United States will be short 85 
billion 
gallons of fresh water 
every day. 


History reveals that 2.300 years 
ago Aristotle tried his hand at 
converting 
"sweet 
water 
from 
salty water**. This is the reason 
why the effort to convert sea 
water into fresh water has been 
called “ the 
ancient dream of 
man." 


Thomas Jefferson, some 200 
yearn ago in 1781, made an ex­ 
periment and reported to Cong­ 
ress: ‘Prom 1« pints of sea wat­ 
er I drew off 16 pints of fresh 
water in 2 hours and 55 min 
utes, with three pounds of dry 
hickory and eight pounds of sea 
soned pine.** 


Scientists for a long time have 
known» ice crystals consist of

Tt is predicted, however, that 
someone In a short time will 
come up with sn invention that 
will make much easier the proc­ 
ess of converting sea water into 
fresh water, and when this is 
done, one of the great dreams 
of man will become a reality.

In addition to all this, the 
Proctor Lake is Just about full, 
and Comanche is taking measures 
to get in a position to get water 
also from that source, if needed. 


We are not much of a fisher­ 
man, ourselves, but those who 
enjoy that sport say that Co­ 
manche already had the reputa­ 
tion of being a good place to 
fish, even 
before 
the Proctor 
Dam was started. 


For example, 
W. D. Ralley, 
secretary of the Dublin Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, and former 
superintendent 
of 
the Dublin 
schools, said recently that he did 
much of his fishing In the two 
Comanche city-owned lakes, and 
usually had good luck. 


As far as water recreation is 
concerned, we have for years been 
•within about 38 miles of Lake 
Brownwood and the Brownwood 
State Park. 


With the completion of Lake 
Proctor, fishing in the vicinity 
of Comanche should even be 
much better and draw fishermen 
and vacation seekers from far 
and near.

I Over ike ages one branch of 
Ithe law. equity, has devised “ex­ 
traordinary writs” to meet spec- 
llal needs. Before equity, only the 
Iking, as a boon, oould grant or- 
Iders to do or stop doing some­ 
thing. In oontrast the law court* 
dealt almost solely with settling 
money matters. 
Bom* of these extraordinary 
write have come and lasted in 
our low: 
1. Mandamus (Latin “we com­ 
mand”) directs a persons, cor- 


poration, government officers, or 
s lower court to do a certain 
thing on pain of contempt of 
court, with other penalties for 
failure to obey. 
The person asking for man­ 
damus must show the court that 
he has a right to have some 
thing done, say, to enforce a 
private or public right. Mandamus 
ran order a public officer to give 
a taxpayer a hearing or let him 
vote: or a private person may 
want to have his fence repaired 
or his neighbor's land shored up. 
2 
Quo Warranto (By what 
right do you hold office or posi­ 
tion*. This writ makes a per­ 
son. corporation, public official, 
or municipality say by what leg­ 
al right it holds office, exercises 
powers, franchise, and privileges. 
Thus a citizen can question an 
election, an annexation or an 
area in the city, or certain Il­ 
legal action taken by a corpora­ 
tion or fraternal group. Of ter 
the citizen must have the at­ 
torney general start the quo war 
ranto proceeding. 
3. Prohibition stops a court 
promptly from going on with a 
cafe if it lacks legal right to 
do ao. mpinlillf if o m «an show 
d*«kt harm would follow 
Ulegil court action 
4. Injunction makes a person 
quit certain conduct. A court 
may 
fir*t grant a temporary 
it. and order the defendant 
to show the court why It shouldn’t 
stop him for good.

He 
listed 
the use of 
.36 percent 
(twenty-five hundredths) Co-Ral 
or A percent (five-tenths) Kor­ 
lan as sprays for control of live­ 
stock pests. 
All livestock should be check­ 
ed at least «псе each week and 
more often if practical for screw- 
worm 
signs. Boles 
emphasised 
the need for even better report­ 
ing of all worm cases and the 
importance of taking worm sam­ 
ples from every infested wound. 
Ten or more of the larvae should 
be collected from deep within 
the wound and placed in a col­ 
lection kit or bottle of water or 
alcohol. 
Samples should be taken im­ 
mediately to the county agent or 
vocational agriculture teacher to 
be mailed to the Eradication Pro­ 
gram headquarters in Mission.
